The English beard of inlimd revenue 
attributes the decUife in dnnk revenues, 
on which Mr. Gladstone dwelt in hisluulg- 
et, to wantof meahs rather than the want 
of inclinatiun'/nnd anticipates a return to 
the old figures when trade improves. Mr. 
Gladstone, however, points to the sav- 
ings bank deposits as indicating liiat there 
is a growing tendency to save, since those 
are higher than iu the prosperous year of 
1872. On close examination tho London 
"Kconomist" is comi)ened to side with 
the board. 

The purchase of the entire site of the 
Villa of lladrain in Home by the Italian 
government some years ago has been fol- 
lowed by systematic oxoavation;- which; 
have converted what was a chaotic mass' 
of ruins and shrubs into a Viist area of 
walls and iiavements, in which theground 
l)lan of the original design may bedisliiiet- 
ly traced. In the present system of ex- 
cavation at Pome the vrhblo of the earth 
is removed, instead of being turned over 
in ipiest of sculptures, -as., was tho prac- 
tice of arclueologists in the .Ihst century, 
wiien the great iiliject of an excavation 
w;is to make it [lay commereially by the 
-sale of what was found. 

Recently the bells of )St. Ijarllioloniew s 
church, in London, disturbed the slum- 
bers of an old lady and gentleniaii, who 
considered tho law w.as bound to relieve 
them from the disagreeable tintinnabula- 
tion. The clear-headed Sn* George Jes- 
sel has now decided that, in order to 
grant an injunction tho noise ■ should bo 
such as to cause anuoyanco to persons of 
ordinary nerves.

Governments. .So vividly lia.s he di-jiict- 
ed the horrors of the battle-lield that in 
Russia tho public exhibition of his paint- 
ings was altogether interdicted, while at 
Berlin the military authorities forbade 
soldiers to pay them a visit.'

THE NEW JUDGE. 

jNlr. Walkem has reaclictl tlie" Iicislit 
c' his ambition, lie is a judge, liis 
political career ia over. He has led 
the country into dcht, diHiculty and 
dishonor, and now abandons it to its 
faie. In his own i)ersonal interest lie 
eould not have got beyond the reach of 
public opinion at a more opportuini 
time. Everytliing upon which lie has 
laid his ofllcial hand has been |flightpd. 
As a matter of fact, it may truthfully 
Im said that the only siuce.ss ho has 
achieved has been where the advtiiice- 
luent of his own private fortune lias 
been concerned.

He has done 
things that no premier who possesKPil 
a spark of regard for the country or 
the peoplo in it would liavt! dreamed 
of doing. His political record is as 
black as it could po.s.sibly bo niaJc. 
His career, since the day when lie ar 
ranged tl>e Kriemler Farm Plot to un- 
dermine his friends and colleagues — 
^Ir. MoCrkioiit and the late lamented 
Iloc'KK liOUERTsox — lias becn marked 
by treacherous intrigue and a shame- 
less prostitution of the talents a 
more thaiii kind Maker had bestowed 
upon him to the needs of a party coin- 
jiosed of hungry placehunters and po- 
litical JackalH. And now he is a 
judge ! Ho has got beyond the reach 
of public indignation and from bis elc 
vated position he may contemplate 
with a serene mind the ruin and dis- 
order 'which his policy has brought 
upon the land.

TlfK CLA YTON BULWEli TRKA TY- 
TnOUltLK A TIE A P. 

A Washington special .says that on 
May 8th Secretary Fielingliuysen sent 
a long dispatch to Lowell on the sub 
ject of the relations between (Jreat 
Britain and the United States to the 
various inter-oceanic projects. With- 
out in so many words declaring the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty abrogated the 
Secretary of State asks o\ir minister at 
London to call the altciition of Loi'd 
Granville to two point.s, either one of 
which is sure to bar the claim nmde by 
Her Majesty's government that the 
terms of the'treaty of ISoO bound the 
United States to accept the proposition 
to share its control and protectorate 
over the canal with (Jreat Jjritain or 
any otlior Euro|)ean power. The 
points are these: — 1st, That tlirougli 
violation of tho treaty by (Jreat 
Britain in gradually magnifying what 
was at first a British "settlement " in 
Honduras under Spanish American sov- 
ereignty into a British settlement and 
possession, the treaty has become void- 
able, and may at any time l)e made 
void by the I'nitod States. And 2d, 
That the treaty, ho far as its terms 
were specific, applied to a canal .along 
the Nicaraguan route and to that 
alone, any argument covering other 
canals or railways being expressly re- 
legated to future treaty stii)ulations, 
which have not yet boon agreed upon, 
and to whose forming and ratification 
Frolinghuysen presents strong objec- 
tiona Having made these points and 
having also gone over .some of the 
grounds of opposition on the part of 
the United States to foreign interven 
tion in the matter of canals, being con 
trary to tho Monroe doctrine, aii.l 
dangerous to the national interests of 
the United States, the Secretary of 
State rests his case with an expression 
of confidence that the differences be- 
tween the two governments will be 
.satisfactorily adjusted before the canal 
is built. 

THE DEFUNCT (KWKUNMENT. 

Our (exclusive Ottawa di.sjiatcli, pub- 
lislietl a week since,announcing the ajj- 
liointment of Mr. Attorney Cleiieral 
Walkem to the vacant judgeship has 
been fully corroborated. Mr. Walkem 
resigned A\e leadershij) of tho govern- 
ment and tho offices of A. G. and C. C. 
L. ii W. some days since; but this fact 
the remaining members of the defunct 
government have studion.sly concealed 
from the public and from even their 
own friends. Mr. Beaven has accepted 
the promierahip. On Wednesday last 
ho offered the Attorney Generalship 
to several of the barristers j>ractising 
in this city; but in each instance he 
met with a decideil refusal. The 
Minister of Finance then proceeded by 
the Slope to New Westminster, and it 
remaina , to . .be seen whether ho will 
meet witli better success in the royal 
citv. We shall bo suriirise{l if any 
lawyer of eminence in his profeHsion 
will be found to accept ollioe and 
identify hini.self with the remnant of 
a political concern which has scored 
nothing but disaster aince its incep- 
tion. It remains to be seen what 
action-bis honor, thus left without a 
rainatry, will adopt. Parliament just 
expiring; important negotiations pend- 
ing with the Dominion Covernment 
and with contractors for public works; 
assizes about to take place throughout 
the country; public works requiring; iin- 



mediate attention; no Chief Cotumis- 
sioncr* no attorney gi'iieral; no e.v- 
ocutii c — the people grumbling and dis- 
co^tteitted; and tite aliUirs of the coun- 
try at u staiul.still. It occur.s to us 
that his honor will consider tliat the 
only coiistitutional course open to 
him is to promptly choose and seek 
other more and responsible advisers 
iinmediatelv. ' ' '

sudden and unprecedented rise of the 
river.

THE HEGULAR SUICIDE. 

A San Francisco Sank Teller Slows 
Sis Brains Out. 

.San Fi'.ANfisfO, June 7. — Charles I. 
(iuiniucr, receiving teller of the Bank of 
California, committed suicide this morn- 
ing at his residene, 834, Sutter street, 
by shooting himself through tho head.

Reports 
on the street are to the effect tliat ho h.is 
been under surveillance by<tho bank au- 
thorities on suspicion of crookedness in 
his accoiHits, but oflicors of the bank s.ay 
its aHuirs are in perfect order, and tho 
afl'air was a surprise to them ; that he had 
always enjoyed tile full contidenco of his 
employers, and that his accounts are per- 
fectly straight. They account for his act 
on the ground that sometime ago he came 
into possession of considerable money 
which he had lost since in stocks, and 
that Iiis losses had unsettled his mind. 
OUicers of the bank had noticed nothing 
peculiar in his behaviur, but his associates 
in the oflice say that he had appeared fif 
some vieeks to be laboring under a de- 
pression of spirits, for which he refused 
to assign any cause. Deceased w.as well 
connected, being a brother-in-law of 
Adam CJnint, of Muriihy, Grant i^- Co., 
and (ieneral .Morrow, the well-known 
stock operator.

New York, Juno ■"». — The 7'Wf(/)-ii/a has 
the following 3|iecial : Davitt has writ- 
ten a long re[)ly which appears to-day in 
a paniiihlet entitled, "Tho truth about 
the land league," iiublished anonyaiously 
some weeks ago, and extensively circu- 
lated throu^hont tlio United Kingdom, 
iind now re-issued under his own name liy 
Arthur Arnold Forster, son of the ex- 
chief sccri'tary for Ireland.
